I^ht  that  it  should  be  so ;  for  of  all 
ilsdTYms  is  the  greatest.  Other  holidays 
•reunited  in  their  sphere,  being,  at  moat, 
only  at  national  significance,  while  Christ¬ 
mas  is  of  world-wide  interest  Christian 
nations  regard  it  as  the  birthday  of  the 
founder  of  their  religion,  and  believe  the 
time  is  ooming  when  it  will  be  celebrated 
in  aU  lands,  by  all  peoples.  In  the  {(forth 
century,  the  25th  of  December  was  agreed 
npon  by  the  ohorches  of  the  East  and 
West  as  the  day  of  Christ's  nativity  ;  and 
it  has  so  been  observed  ever  since. 

Christmas  has  long  been  celebrated  in 
story,  verse  and  song.  For  ages  there  has 
been  a  strictly  Christmas  literature,  some 
of  |the  richest  poetry  in  our  language 
being  in  commemoration  of  our  Uavior’a 
birth.  One  of  Milton's  sweetest  hymns  is 
that  on  “The  Morning  of  Christ's  Nativ¬ 
ity,”  beginning: 

It  was  the  winter  wild. 


the  day  to  pass  without  its  Christmas  Tree,  . 
Santa  Clans,  or  au  equivalent. 

Fashions  change  in  this,  as  in  other  mat  I 
ter*.  The  Yule-log  no  longer  horns  in 
Merry  England  ;  and  the  children's  stock¬ 
ings  are  seldom  hong  up  by  the  fire-plaou 
in  this  country ;  but  the  holly  is  popular 
ever,  and  Christmas  trees  are  every  year 
in  greater  demand.  We  confess  to  s  liking 
for  the  stocking  ;  some  of  our  happiest  ex¬ 
perience  is  connected  with  it  But  if  our 
youngsters  like  the  tree  better,  they  shall 
have  it ;  their  children  will  want  a  change, 
and  the  good  old  fashion  will  return. 

One  of  the  moat  prominent  of  the  fes¬ 
tivities  accompanying  Christmas  is  the 
custom  of  giving  gifts.  There  are  few 
who  do  not  join  in  this  pleasant  obser¬ 
vance,  where  parents  and  children,  brothers 
and  sisters,  friends  and  neighbors,  vie  with 
each  other  ip  kindly,  and  very  often  ooetly, 
remembrances.  Weeks  and  even  months 
before,  nimble  fingers  are  engaged  in  mak¬ 
ing  all  kinds  of  handiwork  ;  and  money  is 
hoarded  up  to  moke  purchases  for  friends. 
This  with  many  persons  is  carried  further 
than  their  means  will  justify ;  others  limit 
the  tokens  of  affection  to  their  own  fam¬ 
ilies,  or  intimate  friends.  8 till  there  are 
many  whose  hearts  are  open  to  the  wants  and 
sufferings  of  the  poor  ;  aod  who  seek  them 
out  tooomfort  and  relieve.  Let  us  on  this 
joyous  occasion  obey  the  precept  of  Him 
whose  birthday  we  commemorate,  remem¬ 
bering  how  he  said,  "When  thou  mahest 
a  dinner  or  a  supper,  call  not  thy  friends, 
nor  thy  brethren,  neither  thy  kinsmen, 
nor  thy  rich  neighbors ;  lest  they  also  bid 
thee  again,  and  a  recompense  be  made  tbee. 
Bnt  when  thou  inakest  a  feast,  call  the 
poor,  the  maimed,  the  lame,  the  blind ; 
and  thou  ahalt  be  bleaaed  :  for  they  cannot 
recompense  thee  :  for  thou  ahalt  be  re¬ 
compensed  at  the  resurrection  of

We  do  not  know  of  any  better  way  to 
begin  Christmas  than  to  read  that  hymn 
id  connection  with  the  Gospel  history. 
The  ancient  Latin  hymnology  of  the 
Church  abounds  with  hymns  on  the  Na¬ 
tivity,  the  pleasure  of  reading  which 
would  repay  one  for  the  labor  of  learn¬ 
ing  the  language. 

There  is  a  comparatively  modern  species 
of  literature  no  lees  attractive  to  the  mul¬ 
titude,  consisting  of  Christmas  stories. 
Everybody  has  read  Dickens’s;  and  at 
this  season  his  name  will  be  recalled  in 
thousands  of  bomea  that  have  been  made 
purer  an  if  happier  by  his  ready  pen  and 
loving  heart.  The  demand  for  this  class 
of  reading  is  so  decided  that  our  news¬ 
papers  and  journals  publish  stories  ex¬ 
pressly  for  the  season.  In  the  hands 
good  and  wise  men,  this  literature  fcan 
do  more  good  than  thoosands.of  sermons 
and  didactic  essays  ;  for  it  will  be  read 
and  remembered  by  many  whom  sermons 
never  reach.

The  burden  of  the  song  was,  “Peace 
on  earth,  good  will  to  men  ;”  and  the 
voioea  of  myriads  since  have  continued 
the  glorious  strain.  Home  of  the  snb- 
limest  music  composed  by  the  masters  is 
that  prepared  for  the  celebration  of  Christ¬ 
inas  ;  and  many  of  our  churches,  at  this 
season,  pay  especial  attention  to  this  part 
of  public  worship. 

The  modest  carol  must  not  be  over¬ 
looked  ;  though  not  pretentious,  it  is  a 
great  favorite  in  families  and  Hnnday 
Sohoola.  During  the  middle  ages  these 
carols  were  sung  by  bishops  and  the  lower 
clergy,  joined  by  the  populace ;  and  the 
songa  Were  enlivened  by  dances  and  the 
music  of  tambours,  guitars,  violins,  and 
organa  Many  collections  have  been  made 
at  these  mediaeval  carols  ;  some  of  which,

Nestling  here 
indeed,  ebe  baa  been  ao 
th  her  position,  yo  unmov- 
ie  tntyoi!  and  vociferation  of  the 
beyond,  ao  self-complacent  in  her 
onward,  centennial  progress,  she  scarcely 
knows  if  she  has  any  special  merits  or 
auspicta  it  possible  tb  it  any  of  Aer  citizens 
can  have  a  special  claim  to  distinction  I 
The  consequence  is  that  a  public  man,  or 
aspiring  man,  in  half  buried  here  ;  not, 
for  tack  of  appreciation,  bnt  for 
want  of  cordial,  encouraging,  enthnai antic 
support 

It  is  an  old  and  authentic  saying  that  “.a 
prophet  ia  not  without  hoaor,  save  in  his 
own  •-ountry  and  in  his  own  house. ”  Bnt 
if  one  has  no  opportunity  to  manifest  him¬ 
self  beyond  his  own  home  sphere,  most  he 
then  live  and  die  without  credit  and  with¬ 
out  laurels  ?  We  admit  the  adage  has  too 
many  verifications  to  donbt  its  validity, 
bnt  we  desire  to  protest  against  its  justifi¬ 
cation.  Opening  talent,  and  the  best 
promises  of  capacity  are  sometimes  blight¬ 
ed  in  the  embryo  by  lack  of  countenance 
and  encouragement  at  home.  So  also 
those  who  are  well  calculated  to  be  nsefnl 
in  choreb,  or  state,  in  society,  or  profes¬ 
sion,  frequently  dishearten  and  fail  in  their 
efforts  to  develop  a  latent Yalent  for  want 
of  the  proper  incentive  which  kindred  and 
friends  could  wisely  give  but  mistakingly 
withhold. 

The  foundation  of  true  greatness  is  in¬ 
telligence  and  goodness  of  heart  Few 
oomm unities,  we  are  fain  to  believe,  are 
more  generally  pervaded  with  these  ele¬ 
ments  than  Bloomfield.  Why  should  we 
ignore  these  valuable  qualities  because, 
forsooth,  the  worthy  possessor  is  our  kins¬ 
man  or  neighbor  7  Why  should  we 
recognise  goodness  and  scholarship,  merit 
and  talents,  self-denying  labor*  and  conse¬ 
cration  to  hia  calling,  in  tbs  pastor*  and 
physicians  of  our  town  as  readilv  as  we  do 
in  strangers  and  non-residents  7® 

We  have  often  thonght  it  a  very  mistak 
en  modesty  or  reserve  in  a  aon  or  a  brother 
to  withhold  merited  praise  sod  refuse  to  set 
forth  the  capabilities  and  virtues  of  his 
kinsman  because  of  the  relationship.  It 
ia  beqptifu),  and  command*  the  admiration 
of  every  right-minded  person,  to  behold 
appropriate  deference,  respect,  affection, 
confidence,  and  mitabte  commendations  ac¬ 
corded  by  members  of  a  domestic  circle  or 
of  a  church  family  to  their  honored  head 
and  to  each  other.
